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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  and  the 
Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

I  hereby  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Southbridge  Public  Schools .    This  is  the  seventy- 
sixth  in  a  series  of  such  reports  . 

This  report  will  present  both  in  word  and  picture  form  the 
curriculum,  the  enrollment,  the  building,  and  the  auxil- 
iary services.    The  first  section  will  deal  primarily  with 
the  situation  at  the  elementary  level. 

ELEMENTARY 

This  year  over  one  thousand  students  attend  the  four  el- 
ementary schools  .  With  thirty-three  classrooms  to  accom- 
modate this  enrollment,  the  teacher-pupil  ratio  is  too  large 
In  order  to  approach  the  standard  recommended  by  the 
Willis-Harrington  Report  and  supported  by  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education  (40  classrooms  for  every  1000  el- 
ementary students)  Southbridge  needs  seven  additional 
classrooms.  The  State  Department  of  Education  has  man- 
dated kindergartens  by  the  year  1973  for  all  cities  and 
towns  in  Massachusetts.  If  space  is  to  be  made  avail- 
able in  Southbridge ,  seven  or  eight  additional  classrooms 
will  be  necessary.  At  the  present  time,  libraries,  small 
conference  rooms,  and  teacher  work  areas  are  not  avail- 
able at  the  elementary  level.  Thus,  in  order  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  present  enrollment  at  this  level  the  following 
space  must  be  found: 

1.  Seven  regular  classrooms 

2.  Seven  or  eight  kindergarten  classrooms 

3.  Three  library  areas 

4.  Three  conference-work  areas. 

The  elementary  schools  have  made  progress  this  past  year 
The  school  day  was  lengthened  in  order  to  meet  the  physi 
cal  education  requirements  established  by  the  State  De 
partment  of  Education.  Eastford  Road  and  West  Street 
Schools  initiated  a  cold  lunch  program.  In  order  to  eval 
uate  the  utilization  of  the  auxiliary  personnel  the  School 
Committee  voted  to  hire  three  aids  to  work  at  Eastford 
Road  on  a  Pilot  Project.    This  June  a  full  report  will  be 
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ELEMENTARY  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 


submitted  to  the  School  Committee  so  that  they  can  decide 
whether  to  increase  or  terminate  the  use  of  aids  in  the 
schools.  The  Continuous  Progress  Plan  in  Reading  was 
started  this  fall.  Nearly  three-fourths  of  the  elementary 
teachers  completed  a  course  in  the  Spaulding  Reading 
Method  either  last  spring  in  Southbridge  or  last  summer 
at  Assumption  College .  Charlton  Street  School  held  a  work' 
shop  for  the  parents  of  first  graders  early  in  the  school 
year.  The  Eastford  Road  School  P.T.A.  presented  a  pro' 
gram  entitled  the  Spaulding  Reading  Method  for  the  entire 
community.  A  group  of  first  grade  students  performed 
under  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  Josette  Dupuis.  The  program 
ended  with  an  authority  from  the  Lexington  School  System 
answering  questions  from  the  audience.  It  is  too  early  to 
evaluate  this  program;  however,  the  present  progress  in 
dicates  that  expansion  in  this  field  deserves  serious  con 
sideration.  The  School  Committee  has  established  work 
shops  for  the  coming  year.  The  main  objective  of  these 
workshops  will  be  to  develop  a  continuous  curriculum  study 
in  all  subject  matter  areas  for  grades  one  through  twelve 
Copies  of  this  schedule  are  available  in  the  office  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 
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CONTINUOUS  PROGRESS  PLAN  IN  READING 


A  new  art  teacher,  reading  teacher  and  music  teacher  were 
hired  this  year  for  the  elementary  grades  .   The  art  teach- 
er, Mrs.  Marilyn  Mills,  helped  the  teachers  and  students 
immeasurably  this  year.    This  has  been  a  welcomed  add- 
ition to  the  staff.

The  Reading  teacher,  Mrs.  Pauline  Baker,  works  only  at 
the  Eastford  Road  and  West  Street  Schools .   In  the  few 
months  this  teacher  has   been  working,  the  student  im- 
provement has  been  phenominal.    Her  dedication  and  en- 
thusiasm has  encouraged  many  students  to  like  school  for 
the  first  time.    The  other  elementary  schools  have  read-

ing  teachers  under  a  Title  I  Federal  Project.  The  new  music 
teacher  added  to  the  staff  allowed  Mrs  .  Rubenstein  to  de- 
vote her  full  time  to  grades  one  through  five.    The  first 
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and  second  grade  students  have  music  under  a  supervisor 
for  the  first  time  in  many  years . 

Federal  programs  affecting  the  elementary  schools  during 
this  year  are: 

1.  Title  I,  Remedial  Reading,  under  the  capable 
direction  of  Mrs.  Dintini.  Students  from  the  Charl- 
ton Street,  Pleasant  Street  Schools,  the  MaryE. 
Wells  Junior  High  School,  and  after  3  P.M.  students 
from  the  Sacred  Heart  School  have  received  help 
under  this  program.  During  the  summer,  students 
from  all  schools  received  help  in  both  mathematics 
and  reading  under  a  Title  I  Grant  . 

2.  A  Head  Start  Program,  under  the  supervision  of 
Mr.  Flanagan,  had  another  successful  year.  Many 
volunteers  participated  both  in  and  out  of  school  to 
complement  the  paid  staff.  The  Vista  girls  started 
a  reading  program  for  students  with  a  bilingual  back- 
ground. Many  interested  adults  gave  freely  of  their 
time  to  help  these  children. 

3.  A  Social  Studies,  Title  III  Project,  under  the 
guidance  of  Mr.  Puracchio  was  initiated.  Many 
audi-visual  aids  were  purchased  under  this  plan. 

4.  A  Title  II,  library  expansion  program,  helped  to 
purchase  needed  library  and  reference  materials  for 
all  schools.  Mrs.  Grebb,  the  high  school  librarian 
along  with  the  various  principals  coordinated  this 
program .

Over  six  hundred  students  are  enrolled  at  the  junior  high. 
This  building  has  been  used  for  students  in  all  grades  in 
the  past;  however,  this  year  we  have  grades  six,  seven, 
and  eight,  three  special  classes,  and  one  Non-English 
speaking  class  .  Without  science  laboratories,  gymnasium, 
conference  rooms,  teacher  work  areas,  learning  centers , 
or  adequate  language  laboratory  facilities,  improving  the 
quality  of  instruction  has  been  difficult.  The  School  Com- 
mittee approved  the  following  changes  which  has  increased 
the  efficiency  of  the  staff  and  has  increased  the  curricu- 
lum offerings  to  the  student.

The  Junior  High  School  participated  in  three  Federal  Proj- 
ects. The  first  project  was  a  third  year  N. D.E.A.  Title 
III  program  in  science.  Many  pieces  of  equipment  were 
purchased  under  this  plan.  The  second  project  was  a  Title 
V,  Guidance  program.  Furniture  and  test  materials  were 
purchased  with  these  funds.  The  third  project  was  a  Vo 
cational  program  for  eighth  grade  boys .  Between  twelve 
and  fifteen  boys  were  sent  to  Cole  Trade  under  the  direct 
ion  of  Mr.  Learned  to  develop  basic  skills  in  the  trades 
As  a  result  of  the  success  of  this  project,  a  more  sophis 
ticated  program  will  be  started  this  next  year.  The  Junior 
High  also  participated  in  the  Title  II ,  Library  Program ,  and 
the  Title  I,  Remedial  Reading  Program.

HIGH  SCHOOL  BAND 
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The  high  school  was  built  to  accommodate  five  hundred 
and  fifty  students  according  to  the  1961  plans.  At  the 
present  time  over  six  hundred  students  are  attending  the 
high  school.  To  be  considered  efficient  a  school  should 
be  used  eighty-five  percent  of  the  school  day.  However, 
the  Southbridge  High  School  is  operating  at  over  ninety 
percent  utilization .  The  school  needs  the  following  spaces 
at  the  present  time: 

1 .    Eight  additional  classrooms 

2  .    A  learning  center 

3  .    Individual  study  corals 

4.  Storage- areas 

5.  Expansion  of  the  library 

6.  Conference  rooms  for  Heads  of  Departments 
7  .  Band  and  choral  areas  . 

A  five  year  follow-up  study  has  been  completed  on  the 
19  62  graduates  by  the  Guidance  Department.    The  study 
revealed  that  seventy-two  percent  of  the  Southbridge  High 
School  1962  graduates  entering  a  four  year  degree  grant- 
ing college  completed  their  studies  and  received  their  de- 
grees.  In  a  report  by  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education,  about 
50%  of  the  1962  high  school  graduates  throughout  the 
country  that  entered  college  failed  to  complete  their  work. 
Thus,  Southbridge  can  be  proud  of  the  fact  that  a  larger 
percentage  of  their  graduates  continue  on  to  post-second- 
ary work  and  that  our  students  have  the  background  and 
drive  to  complete  their  educational  goals .

In  addition,    our  collection  totals  approximately  6,500 
hardbound  books. 

The  average  circulation  in  1967  was  49  books  per  day.  Av- 
erage student  attendance  was  171  students  per  day,  all  of 
whom  were  engaged  in  assigned  research  or  were  using  the 
facilities  of  the  library  for  independent  study. 


Many  projects  this  year  were  completed  by  the  students 
under  the  guidance  of  their  instructors  at  Cole  Trade  High 
School: 

1.  A  new  central  office  was  completed  at  Cole  Trade. 

2.  One  large  classroom  was  divided  into  two  class- 
rooms at  Cole  Trade. 

3.  A  new  roof  shelter  was  installed  outside  the  high 
school  gymnasium. 

4.  A  new  loading  platform  was  constructed  at  Cole 
Trade . 


5.    New  lighting  was  installed  at  Mary  E.  Wells  Junior 
High.

9.  Mechanic  Street  School  was  remodeled 
10.    Many  other  projects  too  numerous  to  list. 


MECHANIC  STREET  RENOVATIONS 

The  Pilot  project  was  expanded  under  the  leadership  of 
Mr.  Learned.  In  late  January  or  early  February  twenty- 
eight  to  thirty  eight  grade  students  will  attend  the  Mechanic 
Street  School. 

This  past  summer  six  to  eight  Cole  Trade  students  worked 
in  the  schools  doing  minor  repair  work.  Federal  Funds  were 
used  to  pay  their  salaries.    A  project  has  been  submitted 
to  continue  the  work-study  program,  but  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment has  not  funded  the  program.  Another  project,  that 
of  establishing  a  maintenance  department,  will  be  submit- 
ted in  the  near  future.     Under  this  program  a  small  group 
of  students  will  work  with  a  maintenance  instructor  to  de- 
velop basic  skills  in  the  custodial  field, 

With  the  formation  of  a  new  Regional  Vocational  School, 
the  present  sophomores  may  be  the  last  class  to  graduate 
from  Cole  Trade.

OTHER  SPECIAL  AREAS 

A  total  of  169  students  participated  in  the  Southbridge  High 
School  Summer  Program;  134  were  residents  of  Southbridge 
and  35  were  out-of-town  students.  Out-of-town  students 
came  from  Charlton  (5),  Oxford  (6),  Dudley  (10),  Webster 
(11),  Woodstock  (1)  and  Sturbridge  (2). 

Thirty-four  Southbridge  High  School  students  (Academic 
Division)  elected  one  or  two  subjects  for  credit.  Twenty- 
eight  met  the  subject  requirements  and  received  credit  for 
subjects  elected.    Six  failed  to  meet  requirements  and  re- 
ceived no  credit. 

The  1967  Summer  School  Program  appeared  to  be  the  most 
successful  yet.  It  had  the  largest  enrollment  -  169  as 
compared  to  108  in  1965  and  115  in  1966.  More  teachers 
were  added  to  the  staff.  A  total  of  nine  teachers  were 
needed  to  staff  the  school.  Six  new  courses  were  also 
added  to  the  offerings  of  previous  years.  Our  enrichment 
course  called  GREAT  BOOKS  OF  THE  WORLD  was  a  real 
success . 

The  third  Summer  School  Program  under  the  School  Depart- 
ment sponsorship  was  held  at  the  Mary  E.  Wells  Junior 
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High  School  for  pupils  from  Grades  1  through  8. 

A  total  of  60  pupils  enrolled  for  Summer  Classes  in  basic 
reading,  English,  math.    Some  of  these  pupils  were  enroll- 
ed in  more  than  one  course,  thereby  representing  participa- 
tion in  87  classes. 

The  Summer  School  Program  for  Grades  1  through  8  is  prin- 
cipally designed  to  help  pupils  with  difficulties  in  basic 
subject  areas ,  to  strengthen  foundations  in  major  subjects, 
to  prepare  pupils  for  the  following  school  year,  and  to  help 
bring  up  to  grade  any  non-promoted  pupils. 

The  continuation  of  this  program  should  definitely  be  sup- 
ported since  the  results  have  been  very  encouraging  and 
definitely  show  a  noticeable  improvement  in  the  pupils' 
school  work  the  following  school  year. 

SAFETY  PROGRAMS 

Safety  Education  is  a  serious  concern  of  the  School  Depart- 
ment. Under  the  guidance  of  Officer  Jacob  Gouin,  student 
and  adult  Safety  Patrols  are  organized.  Officer  Gouin  also 
sets  up  safety  assemblies  in  the  school  to  keep  all  stu- 
dents informed  of  the  many  responsibilities  and  cautions 
inherent  in  a  safety  program .  The  Fire  Department  officials 
under  the  direction  of  Chief  Alva  Gregoire  continued  with 
their  fire  prevention  program.  This  program  was  one  of  the 
first  in  the  country,  and  many  cities  and  towns  have  pat- 
terned their  programs  after  the  model  established  here  in 
Southbridge.  The  Police  and  Fire  Departments  deserve  the 
appreciation  of  the  Community  for  their  cooperation  in  mak- 
ing the  safety  programs  a  success.

SPECIAL  CLASSES 

Four  special  classes  are  in  operation  at  the  Mary  E.  Wells 
Junior  High  School;  two  classes  for  the  Educables,  one 
class  for  the  Trainable s  ,  and  one  class  for  the  Non-English 
speaking  students.  The  supplies  and  equipment  for  these 
areas  are  still  below  the  state  standards.  However,  the 
School  Committee  has  included  in  their  1968  budget,  money 
to  investigate  Federal  Programs  that  will  help  to  upgrade 
these  programs . 


SPECIAL  CLASSES 
ADULT  EDUCATION 

Adult  classes  under  the  Director,  Mr.  Frank  Skinyon,  were 
held  at  Southbridge  High  School  in  the  following  areas: 

1.  Two  classes  in  Furniture  Refinishing 

2.  Two  classes  in  Rug  Braiding

3.  Six  classes  in  Sewing 

4.  Two  classes  in  Cake  Decorating 

5.  One  class  in  Machine  Shop  Practice 

6.  One  class  in  Typing 

7.  One  Art  Class 

8.  One  Cabinet  Making  Class 

A  total  of  320  adults  attended  these  classes. 


SEWING  CLASSES 

At  the  Mary  E  .Wells  Junior  High,  Mr.  David  O'Brien  super- 
vised classes  in  Adult  Basic  and  Adult  Civic  Education.  A 
total  of  90  students  attended  these  classes.    This  past 
year  we  had  our  first  graduate  from  the  Adult  Basic  Educa- 
tion Program.    These  classes  have  been  most  successful, 
and  we  have  every  hope  that  they  will  continue  and  also 
be  expanded  in  the  future .     Adults  living  in  Southbridge 
can  be  assured  that  if  a  new  course  is  requested  we  will 
do  everything  possible  to  include  the  course  in  the  evening 
program . 

CAFETERIA 

The  School  Lunch  Program  was  expanded  to  include  the 
Pleasant  Street  School  in  the  Federal  Lunch  Program.  Food 
is  prepared  at  Mary  E.  Wells  Junior  High  and  transported 
to  the  Pleasant  Street  School  by  trailer.  The  high  school 
feeds  on  the  average  of  eight  hundred  and  fifty  students 
with  about  two  hundred  and  eighty  meals  being  transported 
to  the  Charlton  Street  School.  Because  of  the  cost  of  food 
and  the  cost  of  labor,  the  price  of  each  meal  was  increased 
five  cents  for  students  in  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools . 
The  price  at  the  elementary  school  remains  at  twenty-five 
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cents  per  meal.  The  West  Street  and  Eastford  Road  Schools 
are  presently  offering  a  Cold  Lunch  Program.  However,  by- 
removing  the  mileage  limits  the  majority  of  the  students 
do  bring  their  lunch  which  has  reduced  the  student  traffic 
problem  during  the  busy  hour  of  12:00  P.M.  and  1:00  P.M. 
Again,  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Edith  Freeman,  the 
hot  lunch  and  milk  programs  proved  successful.

HOT  LUNCH  AT  CHARLTON  STREET  SCHOOL 
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COUNCILS 

There  are  three  new  councils  that  have  been  organized  to 
better  serve  the  community  and  the  students  of  Southbridge . 
The  first  is  the  Southbridge  Education  Council.  It  was  or- 
ganized to  perform  a  civic  service  to  the  educational  in- 
terest of  the  community.  Any  person  wishing  to  take  an 
active  interest  in  the  educational  welfare  of  the  commun- 
ity can  become  a  member.  Under  the  leadership  of  Dr. 
Mason  C.  Cos,  the  president  of  the  council,  many  pro- 
grams have  been  studied  and  initiated  this  year. 

The  second  council  is  the  Southbridge  Teachers  Council. 
One  teacher  from  each  building  meets  once  or  twice  each 
month  with  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.      Mr.  John 
Hopkins  was  elected  chairman  of  the  council.   A  few  of 
the  topics  under  discussion  this  year  are:  Teacher-Orien- 
tation Programs,  Teacher-Aids,   Evaluation  of  teachers, 
In-Service  Course,   Merit  Pay,    Tutorial  Programs,  and 
many  others.  This  group  presently  has  a  few  ideas  under 
study  that  could  bring  the  Town  of  Southbridge  well  de- 
served recognition. 


SOUTHBRIDGE  TEACHERS  COUNCIL 

The  third  council  is  the  Southbridge  Administrative  Coun- 
cil. Once  or  twice  each  month  the  administrators  meet 
in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  This 
group  studies  all  of  the  problems  of  the  school  system  and 
makes  recommendations  as  to  possible  solutions.  This 
council  is  responsible  for  the  wonderful  educational  cli- 
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mate  found  in  Southbridge .  Their  real  value  to  the  South 
bridge  School  System  cannot  be  overemphasized. 


SOUTHBRIDGE  ADMINISTRATIVE  COUNCIL 

SCHOOL  BUILDING  PROBLEM 

At  the  1967  Town  Meeting  an  article  to  establish  a  South  - 
bridge  School  Building  Needs  Committee  was  authorized. 
An  organizational  meeting  was  held  on  May  1,  1967  and 
Mr.  Ralph  Miller  was  elected  chairman  of  the  committee. 
Since  that  date  the  committee  has  met  many  times  to  dis- 
cuss and  study  the  present  school  needs  in  order  to  form- 
ulate and  recommend  possible  solutions  to  the  entire  com- 
munity by  the  1968  Town  Meeting  date.    Before  the  March 
11,  1968  meeting  the  committee  will  have  a  written  report 
available  for  everyone  to  study . 

This  report,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Bernard  Devine, 
will  list  all  the  possible  alternatives  studied  by  the  com- 
mittee along  with  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of 
each  plan.     It  is  their  hope  that  you  will  review  their  re- 
port carefully  and  attend  the  Town  Meeting .  The  committee 
members  deserve  the  praise  and  gratitude  of  the  community 
for  their  untiring  effort  in  trying  to  find  a  solution  to  a 
most  complex  problem.
